The final results of last year’s CQ World Wide SSB Contest are published in the August issue of CQ. Once again, 
CDXA is well represented. 


This was the third year we have entered the team contesting competition. CDXA’s five-man SSB team (AA4S, 
KI4TZ, KZ2], N4ZC, and N4PQX) moved us up from fourth place last year to third place worldwide this year with 
5,966,359 points. Also of interest-—CDXA’s team was highest scoring all North American team in the competition. 


Listed below, in alphabetical order, are the calls of CDXA members who scored in the top half of their class as listed 
in CQ. The last column shows the entrant’s place in his class and the number of entrants in that class. Those calls 
shown in bold face will receive certificates from CQ. Also, K4ZA was one of the operators at multi-multi station 
W3LPL that placed second in the U.S. 


We hope to have similar information for the CW contest next month. We won’t know how we did in the Club Com- 
petition until then because both SSB and CW results are used in computing club scores.

Additionally, K4ZA 
was one of the operators at W3LPL, a multi-multi entrant that placed first of 10 U.S. entrants. 


W4AZV’s first place U.S. and Canada finish on 160 was a repeat of his win there last year and he also set a new re- 
cord for the fourth call area on 160.
